Af.- 
ter bewailing the calamities of the church, the 
prophet comforts himself with the idea that the af- 
fictions would not endure for ever. That he does 
not include all mankind js evident from verses 64 
—66 Rom. v.8—10. The apostle is here speak- 
ing of the atonement: that it is universal we do 
not deny; but, as we stated in the reply, the atone- 
ment, and the application of that atonement, are 
two distinct things. The apostle here does not 
deny a condition, but elsewhere inculcates one.
